in addition to a recognition of the Phil* 
ippioe loan of 1890. Therefore, upon 
the question off the Philippines the 
Spanish commissioners will make even 
a stronger resistent© than they have 
made over the Caban debt.

To avoid these it is expected the 
court will decide that as the affair now 
presents itself there has been no treason 
and that therefore the condemnation 
pronounced upon Captain Dreyfus by 
the court martial cannot be upheld. 
Great stress was laid by M. Bird on 
Colonjl Picquart’s letter of July 14, 
1798, to the minister of justice, in which 
he gave seven 
principal arguments 
against the 
probability of guilt of 
Dreyfus, iududiug the impossibility of 
Dreyfus procuring the plans of fortresses 
aud projects for the movement of troop* 
undetected, whereas Major Esterhazy 
had free access thereto. 
This letter also cites interviews which 
Colonel Picquart had with Generals 
Bilot and Gonze, and says; 
“ With the 
proof iu my hands, I have established 
the innocence of Dreyfu*” 
To this General Gonze replied, ac­ 
cording to the letter to the minister of 
justice: 
“ What is it to you if Dreyfus 
is on Devil’s island?” 
Colonel Picquart—“ But he is inno­ 
cent.” 
General Gonze—“ You know Mercier 
(former minister of war) and Saussier 
(former military governor of Paris) 
are mixed up in this affair. Do you 
wish to compromise them?” 
The letter then continued that on 
leaving General Gonze Colonel Picquart 
declared he was convinced of the inno­ 
cence of Dreyfus aud he proposed to 
fight the matter out and reveal what be 
knew. These statements caused a sen­ 
sation in court. 
After further reference to Colonel 
Picquart’s changes that the ministry of 
war and the general staff had tampered 
with documents and had manufactured 
evidence in the Dreyfus case aud a 
presentation of the contradictory state­ 
ments of Colonel Picquart aud the 
minister of war relative to the secret 
document alleged to have been commu­ 
nicated to the court, the hearing of the 
case was adjourned.

Jan. 14, 1895. 
M. Dupuy was regarded 
aa a strong rival of M. Casimir-Perier 
in the canvass for a successor to the late 
M. Carnot as president of the French 
republic. 
M. Dupuy, who was interviewed as 
he was leaving the Elysee, said the 
question of the Dreyfus revision was 
purely judicial, adding: 
“ No honest 
politician will decline to ad ept the de­ 
cision which shall be given.”

The admiration of our American cous­ 
ins for their conntry is a prominent 
characterlstio of their daily life, aud 
some years ago a Mr. Sanborn desired 
that in death as in life his body should 
proclaim the glory of the republic. He 
left £1,000 ta the late Professor Agnsriz, 
in return for which he was, by an ex­ 
tremely scientific process set forth in 
the will to tau his (Sanborn’s) skin 
into leather and from it have a drum 
made. Two of the most suitable bones 
of his body were to be made into drum ­ 
sticks, and with these a Mr. Warren 
Simpson—to whom Sanborn loft the re­ 
mainder of his property—was “ on every 
17th of June to repair to the foot of 
Bunker hill and at sunrise beat on the 
drum, the parchment of wbioh had been 
made out of the testator’s skin, the 
spirit stirring strains of ‘Yankee Doo­ 
dle.’ ” 
A somewhat sim ilar bequest was 
made b y a German in 1887. He died in 
Pittsburg and by his will directed that 
his body should tie cremated aud the 
ashes forwarded to the Gorman consul 
at New York, who was to deliver them 
to the captain of the steamship Elbe. 
When in midocean, the captain was to 
request a passenger to dress himself in 
nautical costume, and, ascending w ith 
the funeral urn to the topmast, to scat­ 
ter the ashes to the four winds of heav­ 
en. These strange directions were faith­ 
fully carried out. 
Quite as peculiar were the directions 
for the funeral of a Mr. John Under­ 
wood. 
He willed that he was to be 
buried in a green coffin with a copy of 
Horace under his head and of Milton 
under his feet, a Greek testament in 
his right hand and a small Horace in 
his le ft 
Six friends, who were not to 
wear mourning, were to follow him to 
the giave and there to sing a verse of 
the twentieth ode of the second book of 
Horace. 
After this they were to “ take 
a cheerful glass and think no more of 
John Underwood.” 
W ills may also bo admitted as evi­ 
dence of the m ired blessings of the 
matrimonial state. 
A nobleman wrote, 
“ I give and bequeath to the worst of 
women, whom I unfortunately married, 
45 brass halfpence, which will buy ber 
a pullet for supper.” 
A Glasgow doctor, dying some ton 
years ago, left the whole of his estate to 
his two sisters, and then camo this ex­ 
traordinary clause: “ To my wife, as a 
recompense for deserting me and leav­ 
ing me in peace, I expect the said sister 
Elizabeth to make her a gift of IO shil­ 
lings sterling, to buy her a pocket hand­ 
kerchief to weep in after my decease,” 
A Mr. Sydney Dickenson bequeathed 
to his wife the sum of £60,000, “ on 
condition that she undertakes to pass 
two hours a day at my graveside, for 
the ten years following my decease, in 
company with ber sister, whom I have 
reason to know she loathes worse than 
she does m e.” 
Another husband stated that he would 
have left bis widow £ 10,000 if she had 
allowed him to read his newspaper in 
peace, but as she always commenced 
playing and singing when be started to 
read he left her only £1,000. Such in­ 
stances could be m utiplied indefinitely, 
but one other is worthy of note. 
A husband left his wife £ 12,000, to be 
increased to £24,000 provided that she 
wore a widow’s cap after bis death. She 
accepted the larger amount, wore the 
cap for six months, and then put it off. 
A lawsuit followed, but the judge held 
that the testator should have inserted 
the word “ always” aud gave judgment 
in favor of the widow, who tho day aft­ 
er re-entered the state of matrimony. 
Thus the husband’s little plan for pre­ 
venting his widow marrying again fail­ 
ed. 
But the most curious will which the 
w riter has ever come across is that of 
M. Zalesky, a Polish landlord, who died 
in 1889, leaving property valued at 
100,000 rubles. His will was inclosed in 
an envelope bearing the words, “ To Be 
Opened After My Death.” Inside this 
■was another envelope, “ To Be Opened 
Six Weeks After My Death.” When this 
time had passed, tho second envelope 
was opened and a third uncovered, “ To 
Be Opened One Year After My Death.” 
At the end of the year a fourth en­ 
velope was discovered, to be opened two 
years after the testator’s death, aud so 
the game went on until 1894, when the 
actual will was discovered and read. 
It was quite us eccentric in its disposi­ 
tions as tho directions attached to its 
opening. The testator bequeathed half 
his fortune to such of his heirs as had 
the largest number of children. 
The 
rest of tho property was to be placed in 
a bank and a hundred years after his 
death to be divided, with the accumu­ 
lated interest, among the will m aker’s 
descendants. Thus by 1989, at 5 per 
cent compound interest, the 50,000 ru ­ 
bles will have swelled into 6,000,000 
rubles. But what will (his be among so 
many descendants?—Household Words.
